Premier Baldwin has an- 
nounced that he intends to move 
adjournment of the house after 
questions in order that the foreign 
secretary may make a full state- 
ment regarding the business to Be 
transacted at Geneva. 

Both liberals,and laborites have 
given notice of their amendments, 
however, to make their position 
clear, and former Premiers Lloyd 
George and Ramsay MacDonald 
tmay speak. 

Asks Free Hand. 

Brussels, Belgium, March 3 (By 
A. P.).-—Enlargement of the League 
of Nations council would tend in- 
evitably to decrease the prestige of 
the assembly and render the coun- 
cil the sole body of decision, For- 
eign Minister Vandervelde told the 
chamber of deputies today. 

He asked that he be sent to

Paris, March 30 (By A. ’.)— 
Paris felt the heavy hand of pro- 
hibition for two hours this aft- 
ernoon. Probably for the first 
time in the city's history it was 
impossible to buy a drink. The 
reason was that the cafes and 
bars had obeyed the orders of 
the merchant syndicate to close 
down in protest against the 
financial measures instituted by 
parliament, retroactive taxes and 
the taxing of city tradespeople 
more heavily than the farmers. 

The cafes formed only a small 
percentage of the total places 
which closed. The restaurants 
closed promptly at 2 o'clock, and 
it was almost a dead city from 
2 to 4. 

Had the closure of the cafes 
lasted an hour longer, Paris 
might have seen its first crop of 
bootleggers.

OFFICIALS DECLINE 
TO PREDICT RESULT 


OF MERGER FAILURE 


Some Regard Consolidation 
Proposals All Thrown 
Into Status Quo. 


OTHERS VIEW DECISION 
AS GUIDE FOR PROJECTS 


Van Sweringen Counsel Says 
Ruling Does Not Clearly 
Allow Appeal. 


(By Associated Press.) 

Disapproval by the Interstate. 
Commerce Commission of the Van 
Sweringen Nickel Plate merger pro- 
posal provided a vehicle for much 
discussion in official and business 
circles of the Capital yesterday, but 
no one would venture an opinion as 
to what it might lead to. 

The whole question of railroad 
consolidation seemed to many to 
have been thrown into status quo 
by the decision rather than ad- 


yanced to a point where definite 
propositions could be discussed 
with regard to further merger 
projects. 

On the other hand, some ob. 
servers were of the belief that,since 
the commission generally approved 
the Nickel Plate project from a 
transportation standpoint, but 


it was unsound financially, a clear 
indication was given of what might 
be expected if other unification pro- 
posals should be submitted without 
what the commission regards as 
proper safeguards for minority 
stockholders. 


Rail Counsel in Doubt. 


A. W. Colston, chief counsel of 
the Van Sweringen brothers, de- 
claréd the commission’s decision, in 
his opinion, did not show clearly 
whether a reopening of the case was 
possible, although Commissioner 
Lewis, in his dissenting opinion, as- 
serted the promoters were free to 
revise their plans for resubmission 
to the commission. 

“It will just be another $750,000 
guess to be risked,’’ Mr. Colston as- 
serted, “‘if another effort is made 
to obtain commission approval.”’ 

He fixed this figure as the ex- 
pense incurred by the new Nickel 
Plate committee in working up the 
case, hut estimated the entire cost 
of preparing it at between two and 
three million dollars. 

The Van Sweringen attorney will 
leave for Cleveland this morning 
to confer with his associates as to 
any further move to be made. 


Leak Again Dented. 


Reports that there was a pos- 
sible “‘leak’’ into Wall street on 
the commission’s decision yester- 
day were emphatically denied: yes- 
Chairman Eastman declar- 
ing such a thing was out of the 
question because of the unusual 
precautions taken. Although Rep- 
resentative Black (Democrat), New 
York, said he would ask Congress 
to investigate the ‘“‘leak’’ reports, 
there were indications that commis- 
sion officials would take no fur- 
ther cognizance of the rumors. 

Some of the pending railroad 
unifications were recalled yester- 
day in several quarters, but no in- 
dication was given as to what these 
roads might do in the light of the 
Nickel Plate decision. Among 
these mergers, applications for 
which have been made to the com- 
mission are: 

The Illinois Central to acquire 
control of the Alabama & Vicks- 
burg and the Vicksburg, Shreveport 
& Pacific; Norfolk & Western to 
acquire control of the Virginian, 
and the Southern Pacific to con- 
trol the San Antonio and Arkansas 
pass 

Mergers Outlined. 


Some of the merger projects out- 
lined at informative consolidation 
hearings beld by the commission 
also were recalled. These include 
suggestions for the Pennsylvania 
to lease the Norfolk & Western; 
the Chicago & Northwestern to ac- 
quire complete control of the Chi- 
cago. St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha; the Louisville & Nashville 
to merge with the Atlantic Coast 
Line and Carolina & Clinchfield: 
the Burlington to merge with the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific 
and Colorado & Southern; the St. 
Louis-San Francisco to acquire con- 
trol of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific, and the Santa Fe and New 
York Central to merge those two 
systems independently. 


On Shoals Resolution 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A wave of Senate oratory yester- 
day carried the Muscle Shoals reso- 
lution far from a final vote.

Other Consolidation Projects Will Go Ahead—I. C. C. 
Decision, Speyer & Co. Hold, Good Thing for 
Railroads in the Long Run. 


New York, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Despite the staggering blow dealt 
to the ambitious railroad merger 
plans of the Van Sweringens by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
rejection of the proposed Nickel 
Plate combination, its financial 
sponsors today reaffirmed their be- 
lief that a new finaneial structure 
for the consolidation would replace 
the one wrecked by the unexpected 
ruling of the commission. 
Assurances were given at the 
same time that the adverse decision 
against the Nickel Plate would not 
retard other merger projects now 
pending, among which are L. F. 
Loree’s proposed fifth eastern trunk 
line to be built around the Dela- 
ware & Hudson and his new South- 
western system, embracing the Kan- 
sas City Southern, St. Louis-South- 
western and ‘‘Katy” railroads; the 
contemplated combination of the 
Frisco and Rock Island lines and 
other less advanced groups such 
as the Atlantic Coast Line and 
Louisville & Nashville systems in 
the South. Tentative plans for en- 
larging most of the great eastern 
railroads, however, will be thrown 
into the discard until a definite 
course of action on the Nickel Plate 
is determined. 

A second effort to rearrange the 
Nickel Plate financial plan, it was 
estimated, would cost the Van 
Sweringens at least $750,000, but 
bankers indicated that with the 
commission's view now clarified 
such an expenditure might be 
justified to save the investment of 
between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000 on the case and to realize 
their dream of a vast unified rail- 
road system. 

Bankers here are eagerly await- 
ing a decision for the Van Swerin- 
gens, who are due to discuss the 
matter at a conference with their 
legal advisors tomorrow but indl- 
cated that their course of action 
might not be revealed for another 
week, 

E. N. Brown, chairman of the 
Pere Marquette railway, one of the 
participating roads in the merger, 
said he expected the Nickel Plate 
interests to work out a new plan 
to meet the requirements laid 
down by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The Pere Marquette 
directors, however, indicated that 
they no longer considered the road 
bound by the Nickel Plate leasing 
agreement when they voted to call 
a special méeting to consider an in- 
crease in dividends. Under the 
original plan all constituent roads 
agreed to make no dividend 
changes until the merger had final- 
Iy been passed upon.

“The main reason that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
gives for disapproving ‘this ex- 
change of securities on the terms 
proposed is the fact that a large 
body of owners would practically 
have been deprived of their right 
to vote the shares they own, and 
that the control of such a large 
system ought not to be vested in a 
comparative few without an ad@ 
quate cash investment on their 


part. 

“The decision, therefore, not only 
will tend to protect minority inter- 
ests in this and other contemplated 
mergers, but it also shows that the 
commission does not favor concen- 
tration of control of large systems, 
or monopoly of transportation in 
the hands of a few. However able 
or honest these may be, experience 
has shown that too much power or 
absolute control by a few may lead 
to abuse in the long run. Such 
abuse, history has shown, in turn 
may lead to violent reactions and 
even revolution, not only. in the 
political but also in the financial 
fleld. 

“This is not the first time that a 
decline in the stock market has been 
precipitated by an unexpected event 
or decision which, however, in the 
end has proved to be for the best 
interests of our country.’ 

Edward C. Bailly, counsel for the 
minority stockholders of the Hock- 
ing Valley Railroad, declared that 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion had taken the only action pos- 
sible for a fair-minded tribunal.

Seldom in'‘recent stock exchange 
history has there been a sustained 
‘ecline as long: and as extensive as 
he present one. This was attributed 
by many brokers to the fact that 
many professional bear traders, who 
started hammering the market over 
a week ago, had covered their com- 
mitments in the early part of the 
week. 

As a result the tremendous vol- 
ume of real liquidation by investors 
and small traders, arising from the 
unexpected action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission found the 
market without the steadying in- 
fluence of short covering ordinarily 
in evidence after each drastic de- 
cline in quoted values. 


The unprecedented volume of 
business. today again taxed the 
facilities of the stock exchange and 
the leading brokerage houses. The 
final quotation made its appearance 
on the ticker 39 minutes after the 
market closed, as against a delay 
of 54 minutes yesterday when the 
last hour’s trading ran over 1,400,- 
000 shares as compared with l,- 
075,000 today. 

Further liquidation of the public 
utilities took place in today’s Curb 
market, but the declines were no- 
where near as extensive as those of 
yesterday. Net losses in the active 
issues ranged from 1 to 7 points. 

With 
prices, which closed 3.8 to 4.8 cents 
a pound lower, the commodity mar- 
kets also displayed a steadier tone.

an hour and with Secretary Jardine 
for more than two hours. 

Neither the President nor the 
Secretary indorsed the Dickinson 
bill, which is supported by the Com- 
mittee of 22, but the agricultural 
representatives expressed gratifica- 
tion over their reception. 


President for Relief. 


President Coolidge told the dele- 
gates that he hoped Congress 
would enact legislation at this ses- 
sion which would provide some 


effective form of farm relief and 
expressed the belief that action 
could be had on a measure which 
would command the general sup- 
port of the farmers themselves. 

Secretary Jardine expressed his 
approval of the Federal farm board 
provision of the Dicxinson bill, but 
said he was unable to agree to any 
proposal for farm relief which 
would tax the farmer. The bill 
would assess an ‘‘equalization fee’’ 
against producers to make up losses 
in the marketing of surplus crops 
abroad. At the same time the Sec- 
retary declared he would not 
“throw @ monkey wrench” into any 
plans upon which the farm leaders 
might be agreed, leaving it to Con- 
gress to decide what form any re- 
lief measure should take. 

The farm group was prepared last 
night to take its fight for the Dick- 
inson bill to the House committee 
on agriculture, which will open 
hearings today on all pending agri- 
cultural relief bills, but indications 
became apparent late yesterday that 
it probably would have a substitute 
measure ready for submission if 
this proposal was found to be un- 
acceptable to the committee.

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2 CHINESE NATIONAL | 
“ARMIES ARE BEATEN, 
THIRD ON DEFENSIVE 


Enemies of Feng Threaten 
the Capture of Peking, by 
Concerted Drive. 


WU, BY. QUICK THRUST, 
ROUTS HONAN FORCES 


Hard Fighting Near Tientsin, 
Where Kuominchun Army 
Makes Some Gains. 


Peking, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
The Kuominchun, or national arm- 
ies, which owe their origin to and 
still acknowledge the leadership of 
Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang and which 
still control Peking and its sur- 
rounding province, Chihli, today 
were on the defensive on three 
major fronts. From two of these 
came reports of decisive Kuomin- 
chun defeats. In Honan province 
and south of Tientsin victories for 
the Kuominchun’s foes were: re- 
ported, while on the northern front 
from Shanhaikwan the forces 
Mukden have started an advance. 
The Kuominchun armies claimed 
success in a limited engagement 
south of Tientsin. 

On all three fronts the forces op- 
posing each other are considered 
approximately equal and all are be- 
ing reinforced. Heavy fighting is 
believed to be imminent all around, 
especially in the north and around 
Machang, south of Tientsin. 

Marshal Feng, who announced a 
tactical retirement from public life 
after his capture of Tientsin last 
December, remains far from the 
front, at Pintichuan, northwestern 
Chihli, although he is directing the 
Kuominchun dispositions. 

Today’s developments are con- 
sidered to indicate the opening 
of a new phase of the Chinese civil 
war, in which concerted action by 
the enemies of Marshal Feng may 
place new masters in the national 
capital. 


Wu Advances North. 

In Honan province Marshal Wu 
Pei-Fu. at the head of a Hupeh 
army, apparently has ended a mili- 
tary deadlock by a rapid advance 
north, taking the Peking-Hankow 
railway to the Yellow river. He has 


captured Chengchow, where the 
Lunghai railway, an East and West 
line, joins the Peking-Hankow}: 
trunk line, and compelled the sec- 
ond Kuominchun army, under Gen- 
eral Yueh Wei-Chun, governor of 
Honan and ally of Marshall Feng, 
to retire’ across the river, destroy- 
ing the railway line at the bridge 
in his flight. 

This second Kuominchunh army 
is described as in a state of virtual 
collapse. The rapidfty of Marshal 
Wu’s advance is indicated by the 
fact that the last definite news of 
him was from Sinyangchow, 200 
miles south-of Chengchow. 

A second defeat of the Kuomin- 
chun troops defending Tientsin on 
the south is reported briefly and in 
general terms. On the same front, 
however, Kuominchun army head- 
quarters here claim the capture of 
Tsangchow, 65 miles south of Tient- 
sin, by a-surprise attack from the 
west which resulted in the surren- 
der of an entire enemy brigade, 
which found itself cut off from its 
main forces to the south. 


Li and Chang Unite. 


South of Tientsin, which is gen- 
erally described as the Machang 
front, from a town 40 miles south 
of Tientsin, the third Kuominchun 


army is opposed to the combined 
forces of General Li Ching-Ling, 
whom : Marshal Feng drove from 
Tientsin last December, and of Gen- 
eral Chang Tsung-Chang, governor 
of Shangtung and follower of Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-Lin of Manchuria. 
Tsangchow was in the rear of this 
combined army’s advance positions 
which had reached Machang. 

The Kuominchun army is facing 
its third, and perhaps greatest 
threat on the north and northeast, 
whence the Manchurian dictator's 
forces are advancing. Chang Tao- 
Lin’s son, Chang Hauet-Liang, is 
leading the advance from Shanhaik- 
wan, and to meet this Marshal Feng 
has established hig line at Lwan- 
chow,.100 miles dortheast of Tient- 
sin. .To meet a more direct threat 
to Peking the Kuominchun chief- 
tain has placed forces at Jehol, 125 
miles northeast of Peking, toward 
which another Manchurian army is 
moving. The first and fourth Kuo- 
minchun armies are those arrayed 
against the Manchurians. 

Marshal Feng appears to be 
awaiting the result of the battles 
imminent at Machang, Lwanchow 
and Jehol before leaving north west- 
ern Chihli. 


Fighting in Lan liver. 


Tientsin, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Four transports loaded with troops 
and three warships from Tsingtao 
arrived today off Taku Bar, south- 
east of here, to attack forces of the 
Kuominchun army. Heavy fighting 
is proceeding on both banks of the 
Lan.river, and it is reported that 
the Lanchow bridge has been blown 
up.

States can have no choice but to 
sever diplomatic relations with the 
German empire altogether.”’ 

Although the Germans displayed 
pad temper and worse logic in their 
reply to the demands laid down by 
President Wilson, they accepted the 
essence of those demands, an- 
nounced that the government had 
issued new orders for its submarine 
commanders and “‘is prepared to do 
its utmost to continue operations of 
the war for the rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the belli- 
gerents.”” No more merchant ships 
would be “sunk without warning 
and without saving human’ lives, 
unless the ship attempt to escape or 
offer resistance.”’ 

It was all that the United States 
asked. 

Late in the afternoon came a 
telegram ‘from the President, ask- 
ing House what he thought of the 
German reply and what attitude 
and action Wilson ought to take.

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THE RAILROAD DECISION. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
performed a good public service by disapprov- 
ing the financial plan for the proposed merger 


of five railroad systems by the Van Sweringen 
interests. The commission finds that the plan 
is unobjectionable from the transportation 
point of view, but that the interests of the pub- 
lic and the stockholders are not conserved in 
ithe plan proposed. A minority would have con- 
trolled these immense properties, and would 
have retained control in spite of whatever the 
majority might have desired. The commission 
accordingly disapproves of the financial fea- 
tures of the plan and leaves the way open for 
the parties concerned to submit a fresh pro- 
posal, if they care to do so. 

The consolidation of railroads in the United 
States will probably be hastened, rather than 
retarded, by the decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. But the work will be 
done on a sound basis, and with due regard to 
the rights of stockholders and the public, 
rather than in the sole interest of merger pro- 
moters. 

The time has gone by when great railroad 
systems can be controlled by minority groups 
in disregard of the public interest. In a large 
sense the railroads belong to the public. This 
fact is thrust home upon the promoters of the 
merger which has just been disapproved. It 
is said that the interests seeking to consolidate 
the Nickel Plate and other roads expended 
$750,000 in presenting their case to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. This was a 
rather stiff price to pay for obtaining the in- 
formation that the government: will no: longer 
permit minority interests to control American 
railroads. That information could have been 
obtained without cost. It is now available to 
al] railroad promoters, and all they need to do 
is to govern themselves accordingly.

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BRENNAN FOR THE SENATE. 

George E. Brennan, of Illinois, will run ag 
the Democratic candidate for the United States 
Senate on a wet platform. Mr. Brennan is one 
of the militant members of his party who has 
become as much of a boss in Illinois as was his 
predecessor Roger Sullivan. Flying the banner 
of Goy. Al Smith as a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination alongside the 
flag of the wets, Mr. Brennan defies attack, not 
only upon himself as the champion of the wet 
cause, but upon the governor of New York as a 
presidential possibility. 

Gov. Smith in his speech before the Illinois 
Democrats last fall wisely refrained from dis- 
cussing the prohibition question in any of its 
phases. His position on that subject is well 
known, but he has been sagacious enough not 
to invite the opposition of voters who believe 
in prohibition. The Illinois leader may think 
he is doing Al Smith some good; but it is highly 
probable that Democratic leaders and the sup- 
porters of the New York governor will look 
upon Brennan’s candidacy on a wet platform 
coupled with the name of Goy. Smith as a 
blunder that will be hard to repair. 

Gov. Smith and his supporters as well as the 
Democratic party may well exclaim: ‘‘Defend 
me from my friends! I can defend myself 
from my enemies.”

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THE ANTHRACITE GOUGHE.

Anthracite prices are quoted at from 75 cents 
to $1.50 a ton higher than they were last 
summer before the coal strike. Stocks are ac- 
cumulating, and the public is urged to rush in 
orders. } 

The increase in prices is absolutely inex- 
cusable from any economic standpoint, aside. 
from the determination of the operators to 
‘make the public “come across” and pay for the 
losses incurred by the senseless and public-be- 
damned strike. 

In normal times the average daily produc- 
tion of anthracite during the operation of the 
mines for the year 1923 was 307,000 tons. In 
4924 the average daily production was 285,000 
tons, and in 1925, up to the date the strike 
was ordered, 302,000 tons. Assuming that the 


is fair to presume that the production for the 
next three months will be up to the average 
for the three years past, or 29.000 tuns daily. 

Out of 100 tons of anthracite run through 
the breakers, 2.6 tons will be classed as 
“broken” or lump coal, 14.3 will be “egg,”’ the 
usual size for furnaces; 21.8 ‘“‘stove,’’ 26.3 
“chestnut,” 8.2 ‘‘pea,’”’ and the other 26.8 
“buckwheat” and smaller. On the 26th of 
February the principal retail coal dealers of 
the East announced that the new prices will be 
76 cents per ton higher for egg and chestnut 
than the prices that prevailed last fall, and that 
the price of stove coal will be $1 higher. Sixty- 
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sizes.

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THE CASE OF ITALY. 

The Italian war debt agreement is before 
the Senate--for ratification. The House has 


accepted it. Disposition of this matter by the 
Senate rests, or should rest, on facts and eco- 
nomics, not politics. The Italian commission 
stated to the United States commigsion that 
Italy lost 652,000 men in the war, and that 
458,000 were disabled; Italy received no valu- 
able colonies out of the war; Italy’s share of 
reparations is 10 per cent as against 52 per 
cent for France and 22 per cent for Great 
Britain; Italy imposed a war profits tax of 100 
per cent and a capital tax; Italy’s burden of 
taxation is 38 per cent of her net income; Italy 
has no principal raw materials, and must im- 
port all; Italy’s adverse balance of trade has 
been large; finally, her industries will not keep 
pace with the demands of her own population. 
This is Italy’s side of the case. _ 

At the close of the world war Italy owed 
the United States approximately $1,647,000,- 
000 in principal and about $3394,000,000 in in- 
terest. The total net debt due from her up 
to June 15, 1925, principal and interest, was 
about $2,042,000,000. The two debt commis- 
sions agreed to the following plan of funding 
and adjusting the debt: Beginning June 15, 
1926, Italy is to pay $5,000,000, and a like 
amount annually until 1931, when she is to 
pay annually increasing sums beginning with 
$12,100,000 and ending with $79,400,000 in 
1987. 

It is admitted that this amount, if finally 
paid, will be far Jess than the amount the 
United States will be compelled to pay its bond- 
holders, from whom this government borrowed 
the money it loaned to Italy. The Italian bonds 
will bear no interest until June 15, 1930, and 
thereafter will bear interest from one-eighth of 
1 per cent to three-quarters of 1 per cent until 
June 15, 1970, when 1 per cent interest will be 
paid until June 15, 1980, and 2 per cent inter- 
est thereafter. In the meantime the Treasury 
is paying 3% and 4 per cent interest. The 
total debt to be paid will be something like 25 
to 28 cents on the dollar. The United States 
commission states that this is the best that can 
be done under the circumstances, This is the 
American side of the question. 

Does this accord with the rule of ability to 
pay? Last year, ending June 30, 1925, Italy’s 
revenue was about $4,000,000,000; and her 
expenses about $3,980,000,000, leaving a fa- 
vorable balance for the first time since the 
war. Annual deficits have been hitherto about 
$1,000,000,000. Italy's total debt is about 
$16,000,000,000. She has state property 
valued at about $9,200,000,000, including 
10,000 miles of state railways and 34,500 miles 
of telegraph hbines. 

Italy’s largest income is derived from per- 
sonal income taxes amounting to about $500,- 
000,000 annually, customs and excises amount- 
ing to about $550,000,000, and the tobacco 
monopoly amounting to about $580,000,000. 

The question is this: Can Italy pay more 
than $2,042,000,000 in 62 years? Italy has 
more than $4,000,000,000 in credit or paper 
money, now worth a little more than 4 cents, 
with par at 19 cents; that is, her paper cur- 
rency has depreciated more than 75 \per cent 
of its normal prewar value. 

The average citizen is apt to conclude that 
when Secretary Mellon reports that he has 
made the best bargain possible, it is the best 
bargain possible.

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WALL STREET'S FLURRY. 

The stock flurry in Wall street is in no sense 
an indication of the trend of American busi- 
ness. It is a purely speculative brainstorm, 
superinduced by too easy money, excessive dar- 
ing in pool operations and excessively cold feet. 
The brokers of New York were recently found 
to be borrowers to the extent of $3,000,000,000 
or more. Bankers who should be more con- 
servative were evidently willing to make quick 
money by lending it to stock gamblers. 

The United States is producing just as much 
as it was a week ago, before ‘‘values” in Wall 
street had shrunk $1,250,000,000. There is 
just as much value now in industry as there 
was before. The shrinkage is not in industry, 
but in speculation. No one who has not gam- 
bled in stocks has lost a penny. 
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No more good conversationalists? Ah, well; 
probably killed off while doing it at bridge 
games, 

THE SMITHSONIAN'S APPEAL. 

The Smithsonian institution is desirous of 
obtaining $10,000,000 to add to its. endow- 
ment fund. The public might have been kept 
in ignorance of the proposed drive for some 
time longer had it not been for the discovery 
of a bronze medallion of the founder. In an- 
nouncing this find the regents casually intimate 
that for the first time in the 80 years:of its 
existence—it was founded in 1846—the insti- 
tution will make an appeal for funds from tho 
general public. 

The bequest of James Smithson, which was 
the foundation stone of the institution, was 
about $500,000. To: this has been added from 
time to time gifts and bequests until the fund 
is now about $1,200,000. Upon the income of 
this the activities of the institution are main- 
tained. Congress has taken over some of its 
activities. The National 
stance, was originally a part of the Smith- 
sonian’s exhibit.

AMERICAN HISTORY AND THE LEAGUE. 

Prof. M. McElroy, professor of American 
history at Oxford, England, recently delivered 
an inaugural address on ‘‘American History as 
an International Study.’’ 

He said that for the first time “‘the nations of 
the world are beginning to face the more 
pressing problems arising from the assumption 
of the equality of sovereign nations. * * * 
Within a decade the nations have entered a 
new era, and without the new thoughts which 
its duties enjoin. * * * The hour of world 
confederation is at hand.”’ 

Prof. McElroy applies the principles of con- 
federation which inspired the South in 1861 
to an international confederation, and asks 
the question: Is it not possible for two or 
more states in the international confederation 
to rebel and resign? If such a thing should 
take place, he suggests: ‘‘There are doubtless 
few Englishmen or Americans who would offer 
their swords to any league of nations for the 
purpose of keeping their own nation id a union 
against their will; but we should not forget 
that forces similar to those which set state 
against nation in America may bring the nation 
and the league of nations into similar conflict 
before the end of another century.”

Rochester University Group 
Alleged to Have Formed 
“Damned Souls” Club. 


WILL INVITE PROFESSORS 


Rochester, N. Y.. March 3 (By 
A. P.).——The Rochester Journal and 
the Post Express say today that the 
‘Damned Souls” society has been 
formed by students at the Univer- 
sity of Rochester, a Baptist institu- 
tion, ‘‘to prove the necessity of 
atheism and to abotish belief in 
God and all religions based on that 
belief.” 

The new society, now with a 
membership of thirteen students, 
including men and women of both 
upper and lower classes, aims, the 
papers quote its leader as saying, 
“to convince those who are on the 
fence of the necessity of rejecting 
a theological] God and all forms.of 
religion based on the powers at- 
tributed to this God.’’ 

The newspapers say that the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism, Inc., of New 
York, in a letter to Salvatore Russo, 
who with his brother Carl, John 
Ortolani and Joseph Levine, the 
prime movers in the club, has offer- 
ed to recognize the ‘‘Damned Souls’’ 
as an authorized branch of the 
association. 

“The local branch,’’ said Mr. 
Russo, ‘‘will be open only to those 
who profess no religious denomina- 
tion. I believe we will get most of 
our members from those who now 
misunderstand the meaning of 
atheism. We will attempt, as soon 
as our weekly. meetings are begun, 
to have college professors address 
us. Those who join us must pledge 
themselves never'by word or deed 
to compromise with clericalism.’’ 

“Students, at the University of 
Rochester who have formed an 
atheists’ club will not be prosecuted 
or expelled, although the univer- 
sity in no way gives them encour- 
agement,’’ Dr. Charles Hoeing, dean 
of the college for men, said tonight 
when informed of the existence of 
such a group.

AT EARLY DATE HOPED 


House Group Decides Not to 
Wait for Cost Statement 
by Brown. 


The way was paved yesterday for 
early House consideration of g0ov- 
ernment employes’ retirement leg- 
islation. A new and liberaiized re- 
tirement bill. was agreed upon by 
®the House subcommittee on civil 
service. The full..committee. will 
concur in its subcommittee’s work. 

With the bill on the House -calen- 
dar, the committee will call. it up 
the first day at its disposal or 
earlier if time is granted by Ma- 
jority Leader Tilson. 

Although the meeting at which 
the bill was agreed upon was closed, 
‘it was learned that the measure 
would provide for retirement at the 
end of 30 years’ service at the age 
of 58 years for railway mail clerks, 
mechanics and laborers, 60 years 
for other postal employes and 62 
for departmental employes. Volun- 
tary retirement at the age of 70 
years after 15 years of service is 
also provided for. 

The bill provides for a maximum 
annuity of $1,200, based on a salary 
of $1,800. Retirement benefits will 
be computed by taking the annual 
salary of the employe for the ten 
years preceding his retirement, 
multiplying it’ by the number of 
years of service and dividing that 
‘conclusion by 45. 

From the outset of the discussion 
of the Hberalization proposals be- 
fore the House and Senate the maxi- 
mum annuity and method of com- 
puting it had been fairly well agreed 
upon. There was considerable dif- 
ference of opinion as to the age 
limits to be placed in the, bill and 
whether retirement should not be 
made available at the end of 390 
years of service regardless of age. 

In taking its action yesterday, the 
subcommittee went ahead without 
waiting for the cost statements. to 
be submitted by Herbert D. Brown, 
chief of the bureau of efficiency. 

These statements when they are 
forthcoming will be of value, how- 
ever, it was pointed out, in the final 
consideration of the bill. 

In fact, should they disclose that 
the age limits can be reduced, it is 
the: plan of the sponsors of the 
measure to insert lower limits in 
the bill at whatever stage of legis- 
lative procedure the bill happens to 
be when the statements _become 
; available.

DETECTIVE INJURED

Huge U.S. “se

New London, hiiiin March 3 (By

FATHER IS IN HOSPITAL

The misfortunes that follow in 
the wake of war showed themselv4s 
in municipal court yesterday, when 
Judge Charles V. Meehan was con- 
fronted with a destitute mother and 
her two small children, against 
whom a summons for possession of 
property had been issued on ac- 
count of non-payment of rent. 

The dispossess proceedings were 


filed against Mrs. Stephen A. Tobin, 
3501 Brothers place southeast, by 
Clarence F. Donohoe, real estate 
dealer, 314 Pennsylvania avenue 
southeast, representing the heirs to 
the estate owning the home in 
which she lives. 

Mrs. Tobin’s plight was empha- 
sized when it was learned that her 
husband recently had been com- 
mitted to St. Elizabeths hosftal, 
where it is declared he has little 
chance to recover from a spinal in- 
fection which caused a derangement 
of the mind. He was committed 
from Walter Reed hospital, where 
he had spent several months. 

She has no means of support, no 
money to pay the rent, no money 
even to move if she were compelled 
to, it was brought out. Her hus- 
band has an honorable discharge 
from the United States army. He 
helped to quell the. Philippine in- 
surrection, but was wounded in a 
skirmish. The wound has troubled 
him ‘continually, it was declared. 
During the world war he worked 
in.the steel plant of the Washing- 
ton Ordnance Co. at Giesboro Point. 
He fell one day and hurt himself 
severely. For his injury he was 
paid a certain sum, ‘but. that has 
now gone for. necessities and doc- 
tor’s bills. And now that he is ir- 
reparably lost to his family, his 
wife has two small children on her 
hands and no means of support, 
for he receives no pension from the 
government for his wound.

The heirs to the property demand 
payment of three months’ back rent 
or evacuation, he said, and some 
means had to be taken to obtain the 
money. The case was continued 
until next Tuesday. 

Mrs. Tobin said a position had 
been promised her in two weeks.

Alleged Counterielters Said to 
Have Used Small Boys in 
sth Bills. 


PLATES ahaa CAPTURED 


New: York, March 3 (By A. P.). 
The arrest of ten alleged counter- 
feiters here and the roundup in 
Philadelphia, Syracuse, Detroit and 
other cities of some 30 ‘‘passers’”’ 
of spurious ectirrency was an- 
nounced today by Joseph A. Palma, 
chief of the New York district of 
the United States secret service. _ 

Imitations of five and ten dollar 
Federal reserve bank notes total- 
ing $18,000 have been seized. ° 

A four months’ investigation has 
brought the arrest also of five boys 
between the ages of 10 and 11 
years, used by the forgers as 
passers in this territory, accord- 
ing to Mr. Palma. Plates used for 
counterfeiting by a photo-mechani- 
cal process were found in the pos- 
session of two of the prisoners, he 
said, and one printing machine has 
been seized. 

It is estimated by the secret 
service that between $35,000 and 
$40,000 in counterfeit bills have 
been manufactured. Only a few 
thousand: dollars of this amount 
had been put into circulation. 

Those arrested here are Giuseppi 
(yacolone, Antonio Fai, Glen Rod- 
gers, Gean Lucus, Phillip Heller, 
Charles Farucci, Luigi Catlsano, 
Panucci Bruno, Antonio Mariso and 
Giuseppe Roseta. 

The $5 notes were on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, while 
the ‘$1@-ones were on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. 

The counterfeiters sold the man- 
ufactured notes to ‘‘peddlers’’ for 
18 to 20 cents on the dollar. The 
peddlers in turn sold the notes to 
passers ig various parts of the 
county for 30 to 35 cents on the 
dollar. The children who worked 
for the passers were given 25 to 30 
cents for each $5 passed.

Work at Public Printshop 
Is Clerical. 


2 CLASSES SUGGESTED; 
SOME BINDERS RELIEVED 


Mechanical Workers to Be 
Put on Retired Pay at 65 
Years, Commission Says. 


Some 239 government proofread- 
ers will have to wait until they are 
70 years old before they can retire 
on pay, it was announced by the 
civil service commission yesterday. 
Announcement there that the In- 
terior Department had denied the 
petition of Public Printer George H. 
Carter that proofreaders be classed 
as mechanics, retirable at 65 years, 
and sustaining the commission’s 
contention that they are properly 


retirable at 70, has ended a long 
controversy over the matter. 

The Interior Department’s ruling 
stated that work of a proofreader 
is comparable to much of that done 
by employes in various departments 
where it would be untenable to 
hold such work mechanical and 
that, as such, can not be regarded 
as mechanical within the meaning 
of the retirement law. 


Two Classes Suggested. 


It stated further that the depart- 
ment would not be averse to the 


suggestion of the commission that 
two classes of proofreaders be 
established, one for proofreaders 
proper; the other, for proofreader 
printers, the latter being spbject to 
detail as printers where cdénditions 
require interchange of service. In 
such cases, paramount duties would 
determine the age of retirement. 

With respect to’ bindery opera- 
tives, it holds that it is not to be 
understood that all operatives are 
in the 70-year retirement group. 
{i approves the principle that some 
bindery operatives should be re- 
tired at 65 years and others at 70, 
the duties to be determined in in- 
dividual cases. 

Rulings now in effect retire 
mechanics and postal clerks at 65 
years; railway postal clerks at 62, 
and all other classifications at 70.

Capital Jews are anxious to have 
the measure passed, Rabbi Loeb as- 
sured Representative Dickstein, and 
the bill has been approved by vir- 
tually all the members of the ten 
Hebrew congregations in Washing- 
ton. Dr. Loeb denied reports that 
14,000 Jews of this city are being 
defrauded by __ their butchers 
through the sale of nonkosher meat 
as kosher.’’
